BRIDGE TO BE TORN DOWN 


One of the World’s Finest, Cost 
$5,000,000 in 1817; Now Un- 
safe for Traffic.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—London 4s 


to lose its famous Waterloo bridge 
across the Thames. The fate of ' 


the structure was sealed yesterday 
by the decision of the London 
County Coun#!!] to build a-new 
bridge with not more than five 
arches and sufficient width to take 
six lines af vehicular traffic. 

The decision followed three 
hours of debate on the report of 
a subcommittee, which said the 
structure must be rebuilt or re- 
sponsibility for qa catastrophe must 
rest on the Government. 

Waterloo bridge was built in 
1811-17 at a cost of more than 
1,000,000 pounds sterling ($5,000.,- 
000), and has been described as 
one of the finest in the world. It 
rests on nine arches.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A let- 
ter written by John W. Weeks, then 
‘ncceomtereasig! of War, describing Col. 
‘William Mitchell as “lawless,”’ un- 
‘fit for high administrative position, 
‘and possessed of a desire for pub- 
licity at the expense of others, was 
presented in evidence today at the 
Mitchell courtmartial. 

Writing to President Coolidge, 
the secretary gave these as his rea- 
sons for refusing to recommend 
that Mitchell be reappointed as- 


sistant chief of the army air serv- 
ice with the rank of Brigadier- 
General. 

The letter was presented to the 
court by Maj.-Gen. Dennis E. No- 
lan, assistant chief of staff, the last 
prosecution witness in the trial of 
the air officer on charges result- 
ing from his public attacks on the 
Government aviation policies. It 
gave, for the first time, the War 
Department's side of the story of 
Mitchell's transfer last sprihg from 
Washington to an army post in 
Texas. 


“Lacking in Team Work.” 

“Gen. Mitchell's whole course 
has been so lawless, so contrary to 
the building up of an efficient or- 
ganization, so lacking in teamwork, 
s0 iridicativé of a destre ‘or pub- 
licity at the expense of everyone 
with whom he is associated,” wrote 
Weeks, “‘that his actions make him 
unfit for high administrative posi- 
tion such as he now holds.”’ 

The Secretary said he wrote the 
letter “With greatregret because 
he is a gallant officer with an ex- 
cellent war record,” but he added. 
“his record since the war has beer: 
such that he has forfeited the good 
opinion of those who are famillar 
with the facts. and who desire to 
promote the best interests of na- 
tional defense.” 

Weeks continued that Mitchel! 
had testified before the House 
Aircraft Committee early this year 
that ‘“‘we had but 19 planes fit for 
War service’’ when there were “as 
a matter of fact” 829 airplanes ac- 
tually in use and 763 in storage.

The War Secretary told the Pres- 
ident that Mitchell knew that the 
goal of the War Department was 
to seek an appropriation of $60.- 
000,000 a year for 10 years for air 
construction and pay for 4000 of- 
ficers, including reserves, and 25,- 
000 enlisted men. 

“I think I ought to add,” Weeks 
‘ald, “that in my judgment the 
organization of the air service as 
provided in War Department plans 
and policies, is sound.” 

After saying that the air officer 
had “given the country the im- 
pression that officers of the army 
are muzzled,’ the Secretary cited 
his instructions in this connection 
as follows: 

“Recognizing the undetermined 
value of aviation in warfare and 
wishing to obtain the judgment of 
anybody and everybo-ly 
judgement is entitled to considera- 
tion, the best interest of the na- 
tion will be served by encouraging 
officers in an unrestricted and full 
discussion of all points relating to 
aviation. In testifying before Con- 
gressional committees, if their 
views are contrar~’ to the views of 
the War Department, they will 
state to the committee that thev 
are not speaking for the depari 
ment policy but are expressing 
their own personal views, and 
should do so without reservation. 
The weeks letter, Gen. Nolan 
said, was dictated by the Secretary 
himself and the general staff had 
no responsibility for it. Defense 
counsel then pointed out that the 
letter had the symbols “O. C. 8.” 
and “D. E. N.” These, the gen- 
eral sa'd, were his initials and the

~—~The Government loosed one of 
its thunderbolts in the Jack Daniel 
whisky- conspiracy trial here yes- 
terday afternoon in testimony by 
two witnesses involving Nat Gold- 
stein, Arnold J. Hellmich, State 
Senator Mike Kinney, Michael J. 
Whalen and Fred Essen, all of 
whom are under indictment. 

The first of these witnesses was 
David Nolan, chief of the intelli- 
gence unit of the Internal Revenue 
Office in the St. Louis division. 

Nolan related what former Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Hell- 
mich said in a conference in In- 
dianapolis during the sessions of 
the grand jury, which indicted the 
39 defendants in this case. 

In the conference, which toqk 
place Oct. 31, were John B. Mar- 
shall, special prosecutor in the 
case; United States District’ Attor- 
ney Ward, Prohibition Agent Win- 
kler of Indianapolls, Collector 
Hellmich, his chief deputy, Frank 
M. Kleiber, and Nolan. 


Tells of Conversation. 

“Telj what Hellmich said at this 
conference,” Special Assistant At- 
torney-General Marshal! instructed 
Nolan. 


Nolan began his answer slowly 
and befote he had uttered half a 
dozen words had riveted the atten- 
tion of defense counsel as none be- 
fore him had. 

“Hellmich was told that any- 
thing he had to say might be used 
against him,” Nolan began. “He

Judge Baltzell here interposed: 
“Did he say who the gang was?” 
The witness replied that the gang 
was not named.

Also when it came to Hellmich’'s 
visit to Kratz, Winkler said that 
Hellmich quoted Kratz as includ- 
ing former Congressman Fred Es- 
sen, Republican boss of St. Louis 
County, among those who wou'd 
“take care” of the Jack Danie! 
case. 

Counsel for the defense objected 
vigorously and in unison to the ad- 
mission of the testimony of both 
Nolan and Winkler.

Project Contingent on 
City’s Acceptance — of 
$1,229,777 Bid on Street 
Light Installations. 


CEMENT POLE WORKS 
WOULD HIRE 100 MEN 


Construction Will Start at 
Once Upon Award of 
Contract — Agent Has 
Been Examining Sites.

The anticipated award of a $1,- 
229,777 contract for installation of 
electric street Hgehting equipment 
in a large central section of the 
city will mean the opening here of 
a permanent concrete pole factory 
of the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Co., costing about 
$1,000,000, and employing possibly 
100 workmen at first and , more 


later. 

The contract figure was that of 
a low bid submitted to the Board 
of Publi@® Service yesterday by A. 
M. Rycoff of Chicago, wno has the 
backing of the Westinghouse com- 
pany. There were 19 other bids, 
ranging up to $1,507,406. The city 
had estimated the cost at $1,250,- 
000. 

A switchboard manufacturing 
plant, doing a $250,000 annual busi- 
ness. which will supply part of the 
equipment if the Rycoff. bid 1s ac- 
cepted, already is operated here by 
the -Westinghouse company. An- 
nouncement of the pole plant 
project follows closely the news 
that the General Electric Co. has 
bought a $500,000 site here for a 
large factory and that the Ameri- 
ean Brown-Boveri Corporation will 
expend about $2,000,000 enlarging 
the plant»of the Moloney Klectric 
Co.. which it purchased. 

Sites Being Examined. 

Land for the Westtrgehouse works 
has not been acquired, but L. A. 5. 
Wood of South Bend, Ind., man- 
ager of the street lighting depart- 
ment, has been here examining sev- 
eral sites. Elaborate buildings wil) 
not be required, but special ma- 
chinery will be. The machines will 
spin the poles in process of manu- 
facture, thereby eliminating water 
and. setting the concrete compact- 


lv, at the same time allowing for | 
, P 


the internal cable tubes. 

The plan is to start construction 
as soon as the lighting conferact is 
awarded by the Board of Public 
Service and to begin production oc 
10,000 poles needed for this job in 
March, at the rate of 1000 a month. 

“Demand is increasing “or con- 
crete poles,”’ said C. E. Allen, dis- 
trict manager of the Westinghouse 
company. railroads are 
using them for telegraph lines. St. 
Louis will require about 
more for conversion of its street 
lighting system to electricity. We 
will supply the southwestern terri- 
tory from here. The time is com- 
ing when concrete will replace 
wood for poles altogether, as a 
measure of conservation and econ- 
omy. Concrete poles cost more 
than wood at first, but last longer. 
Concrete poles must withstand se- 
vere strains. Our company might 
decide to add other lines to the new 
factory later on.” 


Boundaries of District. 

Boundaries of the district to be 
lighted with electricity under the 
contract are the river, Arsenal! 
street, Grand boulevard and An- 
gelica street, excluding, however, 
the downtown section bounded by 
the river, Chouteau, Jefferson and 
Cass avenues. 

A $1,350,000 appropriation has 
been made for this project under 
the $8,000,000 electric lighting item 
of the 1923 bond issue. The city 
already has spent about $500,000 
under this item and the whole of 
the $1,000,000 lighting item of the 
1920 bond issue.
